Furtherm ore, the adherents 
of both sides are exceedingly intense.

Nrw Y'ork Juno 8.—William J. Cal­ 
houn, who was sent to Cuba as a special 
commissioner in the Ruii*;!-**- by Presi­ 
dent McKinley, aud who was expected 
to keep his eves open to see What ho 
could of the condition of tin* island, ar­ 
rived her 
yesterday on his way to 
Washington. 
When se**n by a reporter Mr. Calhoun 
in answer to n question said in {tart: 
“The island of Cuba is rapidly being de- 
vastat* d by a relentless, cruel and bitter 
civil war, so that in a short time it will 
not be worth anything to anyone. 
It 
is difficult to get at the exact situation 
there. In tin- fir--r place there is a severe 
censorship of tile press and those who 
are naturally friendly to th*- Cubans 
hardly dare to exj>r" th mr views and 
opinions. 
Furthermore, the adherents 
of both sides are exceedingly intense, 
They tell their stories just as they want 
yon to believe theta. 
From the Spanish 
point of view the island is practically 
pacified and from that of the Cubans 
the insurgents never were iu such excel­ 
lent shape as they are now.” 
"Did you go into the interior of the 
island?" asked the reporter. 
"Yes, I went from Havana to Matan­ 
zas. 
While both are on the seacoast, 
still to go from *>n point to the other by 
rail, it takes y**u through a Lirge part of 
inferior country. 
I also made several 
short trips from Havana in other direc­
